4 NCOURAGED by the favour- 
able reception, which the Medical 
Reports of the Effects of Tobacco and 
Arſenic in the Cure of Dropſies and Agues 
have met with from the public ; the author 
nowoffers another ſpecimen of his Reports, 
conducted on the ſame plan of inveſtigation. 
He is fully aware, that the remedies, the 
effects of which he has undertaken to de- 
ſeribe, have been long known; and that the 
preſent work is not poſſeſſed of the attraction 

of novelty to engage attention, a circumſtance 
which was in favour of his laſt two publi-

cations. 1 He muſt therefore reſt it's merits 
upon the importance and frequency of the 
diſeaſe, the utility of the remedies employed, 
in particular the tincture of guaiacum, and 
the manner in which he has purſued his in- 
quiry. 

It is hoped however, that, under this diſ- 
advantage, the author will be excuſed, if he 
take the liberty of mentioning, in a few 
words, ſome circumſtances, which led him 
to adopt the preſent ſubject. For near ten 
years he had been one of the phyſicians to 
the general infirmary at Stafford; and the 
facility he had acquired in writing ſhort- 
hand enabled him during that time to col- 
lect, in a circumſtantial manner, from his | 
public and private practice, about five thou- 

ſand caſes of different diſeaſes. 

- os drawing out very ſhort abſtracts of 
theſe diſcaſes, , firſt in a chronological, and 
then | in a generical order, he found, that he 
had

had collected under the title of chevimarit 
near five hundred caſes, about ninety of + 
_ which were of the acute kind. | 

He alſo obſerved, that the utility of art 
was not inconſiderable in the treatment of 
this diſeaſe; and therefore thought it might 
be ſelected with peculiar propriety, for the 
. purpoſe of illuſtrating, on a more enlarged 
ſcale than in his former ſpecimens, the plan 
of the celebrated lord Bacon for the im- 
provement of pbyſic. _ | 

He was alſo induced to Revs the preſent 
| ſubject, from an opinion, that, by exhibit- 
ing a juſt repreſentation of the beneficial 
effects of certain anti- Theumatic remedies, 
ſome perſons, who have ſuffered under the 
_ diſeaſe, and, either from ignorance or ground- 
leſs prejudices, have never made ule of any 
medicines, might be convinced of the pro- 
bable advantage of having "once to medi- 


cal aſſiſtance.

© Influenced by theſe conſiderations, the 
author has ſelected from the ample ſtore of 
materials before him, ſometimes in a full, and 
Stherimies in an abridged form, a number 
of caſes, as practical examples of the effects 
of the different remedies adminiſtered, and 
of the various events of the diſeaſe. 

He has alſo arranged, with much labour 
and attention, according to the Verulamian 
ſcheme, a ſet of tables, from the caſes at 
large; from the reſult of which he has en- 

deavoured to eſtabliſh ſome general facts and 
practical concluſions, and to communicate 
that information, which ought always to be 
ſought after from an extenſive number of 
experiments and obſervations. 

It muſt be granted, that an .. : 
knowledge of the virtues of efficacious me- 
dicines is of the utmoſt conſequence to the 
practitioner. Impreſſed with the truth of 
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this- propoſition, the author ftudioully en- 


| deavoured to render his hoſpital practice ſub- 


ſervient to medical improvement. Accord- 
ingly, in order to aſcertain the operative 
and curative effects of active medicines with 


greater accuracy and preciſion, he not only .. 


confined himſelf very much to one preſcrip- 
tion, or form of compoſition, of each me- 
dicine, -and, as far as circumſtances” would 
permit, adhered to one general doſe of each 
for adults; but he likewiſe ſeldom adminiſ- 
tered two active medicines at the ſame time, 
or ſo near together as to interfere with the 
operations of each other. Without a ſtrict 
attention to theſe and ſimilar circumſtances, 
no medical inquirer is qualified, either to 
diſcern between the operations of art and the 
efforts of nature, to diſtinguiſnh the real ef- 
fects of one remedy from thoſe of another, 
or to diſeriminate between the operative and 
curative effects of the ſame medicine. 
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The hiſtory of the acute and chronic rheua 
. matiſm has been delivered by ſeveral emineat 
authors, whoſe writings have been received by 
the public with general approbation : never- 
theleſs, from theextentof the materials before 
him, the author has been encouraged to in- 
veſtigate ſome general facts, for the purpoſe of 
 Muftrating the hiſtory of thoſe diſeaſes ; and 
in order to aſcertain their characters more 
fully, he has enumerated the chief circum- 
ſtances wherein they appeared to differ. 
Perhaps the author may be charged by 
- ſome with an affectation of ſingularity, be- 
cauſe he has not complied with the general 
cuſtom of conſidering the hiſtory of the diſ- 
eaſe as a preliminary part of a practical 
work. But he flatters himſelf, that a fe, 
words will be ſufficient to apologize for his 
conduct in this reſpect. When medical wri- 
ters or profeſſors have to treat on ſubjects | 
ſuppoſed to be well known to the learned 
"a 5 world, 
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world, they-find the analytic method the 


eſtabliſhed opinions in a ſcientific manner. 


But my lord Bacon's plan, which was pro- 
feſſedly formed for the improvement and e- 
tenſion of ſcience, is juſt the reverſe. The | 1 
- former deſcends from the aggregate to thẽ 
conſtituent. parts: the latter from the con- 
ſtituent parts aſcends to the aggregate. I= 
laſt is called the ſynthetic method; and as 
it is moſt natural, that general propoſitions or | 
concluſions about to be eſtabliſhed ſhould 
follow their appropriate, premiſes, it is with 
propriety that the hiſtory. of the diſcaſe is 
found in the latter part of this performance. 

As to the proximate cauſe of the diſcaſe, 
the ratio ſymptomatum, and other matters of 
a theoretic nature, which have been amply 
| diſcuſſed by various writers, they have either 
been paſſed over in ſilence, or but lightly. 
noticed by the author ; leaſt, by indul ging in 
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Naben ſpeculations, his attention ſhould 
have been too much drawn from the main 
ſcope of his ſubject, which was "Ry 
e web. WOE : 
In fine, ſelecting a due proportion of ex- 
amples of ſucceſs and failures, he has at- 
tempted to arrange his materials, in ſuch a 
manner as appeared moſt likely to commu- 
nicate information with perſpicuity. He 
has alſo attempted to aſcertain, with more 
accuracy and preciſion than heretofore, the 
operative and curative effects of ſome of the 
principal anti-rheumatic remedies employed 
in modern practice. And laſtly, he has ex- 
erted his beſt endeavours, to a pv the hif- 
ny of the diſeaſe. W 
With what ſucceſs theſe attempts have 
been executed it remains with the public to 
decide: and if it ſhould be thought, that 
| the author has not been wholly unſucceſtful, 
in communicating his mite of information

Whenever the tincture of guaiacum has 
been ordered without a vehicle, it muſt al- 
ways be underſtood to have been taken in 
ſoft water, in the proportion of half an 
ounce of the tincture to three ounces of the 
water.

nied the uſe of the tincture of guaiacum, or the 
Dover's powder, as often as theſe medicines 
were adminiſtered in ſuch full doſes as are 
wont to prove ſudorific. It muſt therefore be 
underſtood, that the patient began to drink, 
within half an hour after taking the ſudorific, 
a tea-cup full of weak raiſin or white wine 
whey, or balm or ſage tea, moderately 
warm, and repeated the ſame every hour, 
or half hour, for three or four hours to- 
gether, for the purpoſe of promoting the 
ſudorific operation of the medicine. 
All the medicines preſcribed by general 
titles are to be conſidered as belonging to the 
London Diſpenſatory of 1788, unleſs when 
they are expreſsly referred to the Edinburgh 
Diſpenſatory, or to ſome number in the

' Ordered to loſe eight ounces of blood from 
the arm immediately, and to take fifteen 
drops of the tincture of opium“, formerly 
called Thebaic tincture, this evening, and 
half an ounce of the ſpirit of ammonia of 
the Edinburgh Diſpenſatory of 1792, form- 
erly called the vinous ſpirit of ſal ammoniac, _ 
to-morrow evening, with the ſudorific regi- 
November 13. She was let blood, with 
almoſt immediate relief of the pains. 
She got ſome reſt with the opiate; 
and the volatile ſpirit occaſioned a kindly 
ſweat all the day after it was taken, in the 
courſe of which the remainder of the pains 
went entirely off; the feveriſh ſymptoms

what better. 


Ordered to take two drams of the cam- 
phorated tincture of opium®, formerly cal- 
led paregoric elixir, at bed- time, and half 
a dram of nitre three times a dax. 

She reſted well with the 
opiate, and now ſleeps well without it. The 
nitre agrees with her ſtomach; her appetite 
is tolerably good ; ſhe has had no return of 
pain, and makes no complaints.

The pains were obviouſly re- 
 lieved by the blood-letting. The tincture 
did not operate as a ſudorific, but proved 
gently laxative at each doſe, and the pains 

were ſomewhat further relieved. The doſe 
of the purging mixture procured two or 
three ſtools, and ſeemed to relieve the feveriſh 
ſymptoms ; but the rheumatic pains, though 
a little abated, are ſtill troubleſome,

from the arm immediately ; and to take an 
ounceandan half of the ſaline mixture, three 
times a day, and a ſcruple of Dover's po-.

The blood-letting much relieved 
his pains ; and the operation of the warm 
bath, with Dover's powder, which proved 
ſudorific for ſeveral hours, totally removed 
them. The faline mixture agreed well;

makes no complaint, but of weakneſs. 


Ordered to omit his preſent medicines, 


and to take an ounce and a half of the pe- 
ruvian mixture * twice a day, with twelve 
drops of the acid elixir of vitriol + in each 
doſe.

The curative effects of the volatile ſpirit, 
which may be confidered as the baſis of the 
tincture of guaiacum, were full as conſpi- 
cuous as if the latter had been employed. 

The caſe of John Beaumont is an uſeful 
example of the good effects of blood-letting 

in the acute rheumatiſm ; for the pains were 
almoſt immediately relieved by each opera- 
tion of the lancet. The cure however was 
evidently completed by the other means em- 
ployed ; more eſpecially by the ſudorific 
operation of the warm bath and Dover's 
powder.

rific operations of two doſes of the tincture 
of guaiacum.

© rater, are ſufficiently frequent to require ſome notice in 
every general account of the diſeaſe, Accordipgly they 
bave been more or leſs attended to by moſt ſyſtematic 
writers, under the general term of metaſtaſis ; but they 
have never been deſcribed by any appropriate terms, and 
therefore the words tranſition, recurrence, and exacer- 
bation are here recommended for that purpoſe; and, it is 

hoped, that, under the following explanations, their mean- 
ings will be defined with preciſion, and their adoption 
will not be conſidered as an uſeleſs innovation. . 
By the tranſition of pains is meaitt the ſhifting of the 
pains from one limb to another, or from different parts 


of the body to, others, during the continuance of the 
rheumatic fever, | 


By the recurrence of pains is implied their return to : 
any particular part, or parts, from which they had lately 

receded, during the continuance of the diſeaſe. | 

By the exacerbation of pains is intended their tran- & 

fient increaſe, or aggravation, in any part or parts of the“ 
body, during the continuance of the diſeaſe ; whether on 

different days, or in different parts of the ſame day.

The acute rheumatiſm of Ellen Dabb 
was very diſtinctly marked. Blood- letting 
was ſtrongly indicated, and the indication 
was complied with, but it was at the ex- 
pence of the vital powers. She loſt eight 
ounces of blood twice by the lancet, was 

once bled with leeches, and was once cupe 
ped and ſcarified ; yet the relief of the pains 
was merely temporary. | 

She had alſo ſeveral doſes of the guaiacum 
tincture, which generally cauſed her to ſweat 
freely, but with very little proportionable 
relief. 

She alſo took the Dover's powder, which 
neither proved ſudorific, nor relieved her, 
9 80 n ſhow, that the powder did not 

ſuit 


un; 
| uit her conſtitution as a ſudorific, and there 

fore had not the chance to relieve tier, which 
the tincture had. 

' Tartar emetic, nitre, Ker were | adetiivics | 
tered in this .caſe, notwithſtanding which 
it turned out extremely obſtinate and tedious. 
The caſe was likewiſe accompanied with 


conſiderable tranſitions, recurrences,- and 
exacerbations of the pains ; circumſtances 


which ſeem to indicate the magnitude of the 5 cy 


diſeaſe, and which are probably the chief 
cauſes why ſuch caſes- are generally found 
more tedious, and difficult of cure than 
others. 

In the caſe of William Perkin, .we find 
the operation of the lancet of very little 
uſe ; and as this patient was cured chiefly. 
by the ſucceſsful operation of the Dover's 
powder“, it is a proper example of but 
little relief from loſing blood. 1

11 It appeared on examining the caſe of 
Wi Thomas Harper, that he was let blood 
lf twice, but in ſmall quantities, on account of 
his being debilitated, and with very little re- 
lief. Indeed the operation is rarely adviſable 
whenever the vigour of the ſyſtem is much 
diminiſhed ; for the little advantage ob- 
tained ſeldom compenſates for the increaſed 
debility of the patient. |

The caſe of Sarah Cotton has been already 
noticed in the eighth Section, p. 175 and 176, 
as an example of the little benefit derived from 
the warm bath and other very powerful re- 
medies: and therefore the embrocation's 
affotding any relief at all was as much as 
could be expected.

THE quantity of blood to be taken 
from an adult of tolerable ſtrength may be 


in general from eight to twelve ounces, di- 


miniſhing the quantity in proportion as the 


age, ſtrength, and conſtitution, ſhall fall 


ſhort of the character of a ſtrong adult. 
Thus, for example, in children of ten years 


of age, in delicate women, and debilitated 
men, about one-half, or little more than 


one- half, will be found pretty nearly a due 
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4 proportion. Nor will it be often en, 
to employ the operation a ſecond time, if 
the ſymptoms. be not urgent; and when ur= 
gent it ſhould ſeldom be repeated more than 


once or twice, ſo that the adult at a medium 
may not loſe more than from ſixteen to 


twenty-eight ounces of blood in the whole, 
to be regulated by the ſtrength of the pulſe, 


and urgency of the ſymptoms. With theſe 


precautions we ſhall guard againſt annere 


farily debilitating the patient. 
The operation of blood-letting is com- 


monly performed with facility, and for the

But from the great variation found in the 
nie and vigour of leeches, circumſtances to 
which ſufficient attention is ſeldom paid, the 
quantity of blood taken away by this mode 
is rendered extremely uncertain. It ap- 
pears however from obſervation, that four 
moderate or middle fized healthy leeches 
will upon a medium cauſe an evacuation of 
four ounces of blood, allowing an ounce 
for every leech, one with another, including 
what they take away by ſuction, and what 
is collected upon cloths wrung out of warm 
Water, and applied to the bleeding parts 
| every five or ten minutes after the leeches 
have dropped off: and therefore, conſider- 
ing four, five, or ſix moderate ſized leeches | 
as taking away about as many ounces of

HAVING made ſuch remarks as 
were ſuggeſtedygom the effects of the ſeveral © 
anti- rheumatit remedies employed in the 
treatment of the diſeaſe, it only remains to 
add ſome obſervations ſubſervient to prac- 
tice, which either were then omitted, or 
which did not ſo immediately come under 
the title of thoſe particular ſections; and 
to recapitulate the ſubſtance or moſt mate- 
rial parts of the whole, in a few general 
practical concluſions. 

Bleeding is certainly a very uſeful remedy 
in the treatment of the acute rheumatiſm : 
yet it appears from the preceding facts and 
obſervations to have been much more ſo as 


— 
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an 3 than as a principal remedy * 
and therefore a cautious uſe of the lancet 
was adopted. For if the acute diſeaſe were 

eſtabliſhed, and were likely from it's nature 
and type not to be brought to a ſpeedy criſis, 
the temporary and very tranſient mitigation 

of ſymptoms, which was generally ob- 
tained by diminiſhing the action of the ſyſ- 
tem from repeated loſſes of blood, by no 
means compenſated for the more laſting in- 

Jury done to the conſtitution, and the 
greater hazard of a lingering © criſis, or a 
chronic rheumatiſm enſu; . 

It appeared likewiſe 0 fads in tho

Mill lefs obyious than in the acute, and 

therefore it's debilitating effects rendered it's

efficacious, in producing artificial cures. 


Their curative effects appear to be ſtrongly 


connected with their operative ones; they 
have likewiſe this recommendation, that 
they are not found to debilitate the patient ſo 


much as either repeated blood - letting, or 


the frequent uſe of purgatives. 

Accordingly the tincture of guaiacum, a 
very powerful ſudorific, appears to be one 
of the moſt uſeful remevies, which has ever 
been diſcovered, in the treatment of the diſ- 


eaſe; and has therefore juſtly acquired a 
| confiderable degree of reputation, ee 


ally ſince the late Dr. Dawſon's publi- 


cation on the acute rheumatiſm, although 
in my humble opinion not yet equal to 
it's merits. It is alſo an uſeful remedy in 
every ſtage of the diſeaſe; nor does the

With reſpect to regimen in the treatment 
of the chronic rheumatiſm, it may be ſuf- 
ficient, that the patient obſerve temperance, 
in his diet, and general mode ef living. 
The anomalous caſes of chronic ' rheu- 
-matiſm, complicated with other diſeaſes, 
originating from ſprains and bruiſes, were 
for the moſt part materially relieved by the 
general anti- rheumatic treatment: but the 
caſes which depended upon a venereal taint 
were either not at all relieved by the ſame

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| treatment, or in the mot tranfient' manner; gs 
_ nevertheleſs they were all cured, except one, 
by charging the ſyſtem with a regular courſe 
of mercury, for ſeveral weeks together, as 
is uſually done in more evident caſes on a 
confirmed venereal lues. 
To conclude, I flatter myſelf, that, after 
a due conſideration of the facts and obſer- 
vations which have been delivered, it will 
appear reaſonable to draw the following 
practical concluſions from the premiſes. 
1. That there are very few caſes of the 
dc acute rheumatiſm, that will not admit of an 
. artificial cure, eſpecially by Nas em 
plan of treatment. 

2. That there are likewiſe ſcarce any 
_ caſes of chronic rheumatiſm, that will not 

admit of ſome material relief; and that 
near one-half of a given number will ad- 
mit of an artificial cure, n by the 
ſudorific plan of treatment. 

3. That if the acute rheumatiſin be in 
the ſecond or third week's ſtage of the diſeaſe, 
an artificial cure will be more frequently ob- 

tained during the firſt week's treatment, 
that when it occurs at any other period.

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oth That if the acute rheumatiſim be in 
the firſt week's ſtave, an artificial cure will 
_ often be obtained during the firſt week's 
treatment: but it will rather more fre- 
quently,. eſpecially if ſtron gly marked by 

general pains and conſiderable febrile ſymp- 
toms, reſiſt the curative influence of me- 
dicines until the ſecond week's treatment, 
and ſometimes even longer. 

5. That the moderate uſe of the lancet, 
eſpecially as a preliminary to the admi- 
niſtration of ſudorifics, is a valuable auxi- 
| liary in the treatment of the acute rheu- 
matiſm; but it will ſeldom be of any ma- 


terial ſervice in the treatment of the chronic 
rheumatiſm. - 


6. That the tincture of guaiacum is 
almoſt always ſudorific, and frequently lax- 
ative; and is extremely efficacious in the 
treatment of both the acute and chronic 
rheumatiſm, eſpecially the former. 

7. That the Dover's powder operates 
for the moſt part as a powerful ſudorific, and 

alſo as an anodyne and aſtringent, and is a 
very efficacious remedy in the treatment of
